•  ide*  we  know  more  about  expositions  now 
iliau  we  did  then.  Code  .Sam  is  particu¬ 
larly  fortunate  in  having  at  his  command 
.1  uunilier  of  gentlerneu  from  the  military, 
naval  and  civil  *ervirts~M  ho  have  had  expe- 
riencein  ei|H*iiion  work,  who  know  what 
to  do  and  what  not  to  do. 

In  I  he  second  place  the  government  is  to 
»|icinl  live  or  six  times  a*  much  money  at 
Chicago  ns  it  spent  at  Philadelphia.  The 
government  building  alone  at  Chicago  will 
cost  more  than  the  whole  of  the  ahow 
which  Uncle  Sain  made*  in  the  City  of 
Brotherly  Love.  At  Philadelphia  the  gov- 
rrnmgjt  had  1012,000  square  feet  of  exhibi¬ 
tion  space.  At  Chicago  the  principal 
building  alone  will  have  an  area  of  'idS.SUO 
square  faet,  to  say  nothing  of  annexes,  of 
open  air  displays,  of  the  great  battleship, 
of  the  aquaria,  two  in  numlier,  each  135 
fret  in  diameter  I  couldn’t  begin  to  tell 
you  all  th«  government  intends  exhibiting. 

It  will  be  a  World’s  fair  in  itself. 

A  great  many  people  fail  to  understand 
llie.scopaof  the  government  shoiv  at  the 
fair.  At  the  Paris  exposition  Uncle  Sam 
was  simply  *  general  agent  fur  other  ex¬ 
hibitor*.  He  sent  out  letters  to  manufac¬ 
turers  and  others  askiug  them  what  they 
had  to  sell  to  foreign  [ample*.  aud'invitiug 
them  to  send  their  samples  to  him  at 
"  Paris,  and  he  would  see  that  they  were 

;>b-*  and  some  didn't,  and  Uncle  Sam  did 
only  fairly  well  as  an  agent  in  charge. 
Hi- didn't  have  money  enough 'to  make  a 

- trry  ysxf  dtspfay  with;  and- :  braider  fl»“ r 
didn’t  know  much  about  the  busiuess. 
Hut  while  he  was  very  weak  at  Paris,  and 
our  dtiaana  who  reside  abroad  haven’t  yet 
done  blushing  for  him.  he  learned  a  few 
tricks  there  and  now  flatters  himself  that 
lie  knows  something  about  the  exhibition 
btiaine**.  Among  the  things  which  he 


imagined  some  won  ilia  ago  tie  war  going 
to  have  charge  at  Chicago  of  an  liiwitrii** 
exhibit  of  domestic  animal*  Clide  Jerry 
wanted  to  make  this  exhibit  I  in-  greatest 
and  grandest  thing  of  tin-  *  >rt  that  was 
ever  seen  No  doubt  sudi  «  display  will 
be  made,  but  it  will  not  be  umler  tne  ails 
pices  of  the  agriculiural department  This 
department,  uuder  the  law,  will  iw  ahh-  to 
•how  its  methods  of  Inspection  of  cattle 
and  meats,  and  the  plxa-esses  and  results 
ef  its  expertlueul  stations,  and  l  hr  work 
that  it  haadonelu  tracing  out  thediatri 
bmion  and  development  .of  animals,  crops, 
fruits,  trees,  plants  and  grasses  Hut  the 
display  of  ail  i  hew  things  in  hulk  (alls  mi 
•lerthe  authority  of  the  agricultural  »,*<• 
tlou  of  the  fair  iterlf.  -  So  It  is  in  other  dr 
part  u»«i»  u*. 

And  having  explained  this,  let  me  give 
you.  in  a  running,  rapid  way,  an  idea  u^ 
what  L’lide  Saiu's  show  at  Chicago  is  in' 
be.  First  in  spectacular  interest,  of  course,

Unfortunately,  I  lie  I'.ipilol,  with  senate 
etui  house  in  session,  c.ill dot  in*  trans 
planted  to  Chicago,  lint  there  will  he  a 
mammoth  model  ot  it,  and  misleis  of  all 
the  principal  public  buildings  in  the  United 
States.  Not  only  this,  hut  there  will  be 
models  of  tin*  public  works, such  as  canals, 
light  houses,  improvements  <.t  rivers,  break 
waters,  eic.

have  to  display.  Installation—  that  la  what 
the  exposition  people  call  it— la  an  art  la 
which  the  French  and  Italians  excel,  aa 
they  excel  In  mist  arte. 

“Why.  at  Paria,"  skid  Secretary  Bick¬ 
ford.  of  the  government  World’ll  fair 
hoard,  “in  many  lines  wa  had  the  finest 
things  in  the  show,  hut  we  didn’t  know 
how  to  ahow  them.  We  had  the  .beat 
wheat,  and  the  iteet  bacon,  and  a  lot  of 
thRuc*  of  that  aort,  and  we  got  the  medals 
no  them.  But  the  Italian  and  the  French 
exhibit*  in  these  very  line*  attracted  fifty 
time*  the  attention  from  the  people  that 
ours  did.  That  waa  ■imply  because  they 
ware  better  displayed.  They  spent  bun 
died*  of  dollars  In  dlaplaylng  to  the  l»e*t 
advantage  a  barrel  of  flour  worth  six  or 
eight  dollars.  They  could  fix  up  a  side  of 
hacou  ao  that  it  looked  like  a  work  of 
art.  and  everybody  stopped  to  lsok 
at  It,  while  Lbe  crowds  walked  by 
our  display  without  more  than  glanc¬ 
ing  at  It.  installation  la  half  the  hauls  ta 
an  International  exposition,  and  this  la  a 
IwMon  our  exhibitors  must  learn.  They 
must  know  sopner  or  later  that,  no  matter 
how  valuable  or  perfect  their  ware*,  when 
tbeygoiuto  competition  with  Europeans 
they  aill  Bad  it  necessary  to  employ  skill 
mgf  mere  and  money  la  properly  installing 
the*. 

Becanpw  Uncle  Sam  was  a  general  agent 
for  maua/wtu/era  and  other  exhibitors  at 
Parle  many  people  appear  to  think  he  is 
(pgtig  to  play  the  same  role  at  Chicago. 
Kerry  day  manufacturer*  write  her*  to  tu 
quire  If  the  government  i*  prepared  to  take 
•-barge  of  their  exhibit*  at  Chicago*  aaying 
they  would  prefer  to  put  their  good*  in  the 
government  Imlldlng.  Of  course  Uncle 
Ham  isn’t  going  into  that  business  at  all.

For  this  the  mu¬ 
seum  of  models  will  Is-  lilienilly  drawn 
upon,  not.  indiscriminately,  but  with  care¬ 
ful  selection  of  certain  lilies  of  invention  - 
like  the  sewing  machine,  t lie  reu|»-r,  the 
locomotive — showing  the  lirst  patent*  or 
germs,  and  all  various  stages  of  evolution 
up  to  the  present  time.  IMiiiuhlv  nothing 
in  the  government  exhibit  or  the  entire 
fair  will  attract  more  attention  -than  Hie 
display  which  the  postollice  depart liisnt  is 
to  make  of  It*  fit  Action —a  II  t  he . mysteries 
and  marvelous  perfection  of  the  mail  serv¬ 
ice  unfolded  liefore  you.  Tiii*  will  include 
a  complete  postofllee  in  iqier.it  ion  in  full 
view  of  I  he  public,  the  railway  mail  cars, 
the  wonderful  canceling  machines  and  inf 
even  more  wonderful  skill  and  pridiei*-nc> 
of  the  men  who  distribute  mails,  to.  say 
tiotliing  of  the  fanuhis  dead  letter  ofbee 
and  its  museum  of  curiosities. 

Tlie  Indian  bureau  will  display  the 
methods  Hint  results  of  the  work  among 
thr-  Amerti  .hi  Hlmtlglties  *  i  illsges' xrt  tTf 
tlian*  transplanted  from  the  plains,  women 
weaving  rug*  and  Imsket*.

Is?.  Young  Bigelow,  however,  came  to 
the  United  Suites  with  the  idea  of  making 
journalism  In*  profession.  He  Isyught  a 
controlling  interest  in  a  monthly  magazine 
devoted  t<>  gentlemanly  sjsirts.  He  re¬ 
vealed  his  capacity  as  an  editor  well  in  hi* 
management  of  that  magazine,  but  heal*<i 
revealed  a  curious  lack  of  lm.siiie.ss  sense. 

Of  course  many  obligations  ware  entailed, 
and  these  la-cume  very  pressing. 

One  morning  Mr.  Bigelow  did  uot  come 
Wtr  uftit  e  — • Hre-  xsxntlirren 
might  Isiic:..  lie  did  not  come  the  next 
day  nor  the  day  after,  and  linally  diligeut 
inquiry  revealtsl  that  mi  one  knew  exactly 
w  here  he  was.  The  fact  was  had  be¬ 
come  tired  of  the  business  responsibilities 
connected  with  the  publishing  of  the 
magazine,  and  in  a  most  cool  aud  uncon¬ 
cerned  way  simply  left  his  desk  aud  his 
office  and  hi*  pro|ieriy,  aud  went  abroad. 

,  ll  was  a  iiecuitar  lerforinnnce,  especially 
I  a*  Mr.  Bigelow  owned  whatever  waa  of 
value  in  the  magazine.  He  simply  got 
lire* I  of  il,  aud  lie  walked  away  like  one 
who  goes  ii |*ou  a  summer  excursion.
